Big: Hospital Transports 

The work of converting big mer- 
chant ships like the Britannic into a 
Ked Cross fleet 1s a feature of the 
war apt to be overlooked. The one 
referred to has a fine operating the- 
atre. Elevators are installed to carry 
cot cases to different wards. The 
“sit-ups” are accomodated in the 
wards least accessible, for most of 
them can spend the day on deck. On 
ene trip the Britannic carried 3,216 
patients. She has thirty-three medi- 
cal officers, eighty nurses, 320 order- 
lies, and a crew of nearly 700. The 
Aquitania on one of her trips gather- 
ed Up 4,000 patients in the Pootern 
Mediterranean and landed them at 
this big base. She carried forty medi- 
cal officers, 100 nurses, and 400 order- 
lies, besides a crew of over 600 men. 
The Mauretania on one trip brought 
back 2,200 patients.

Growth of Telephones 

According to the annual blue book 
of the Railway Department giving tele- 
phone statistics, there is now one 
telephone for every 15.1 persons in 
Canada, The increase in the use of 
the telephone has been steady during 
the past few years, and war conditions 
do not seem to have interrupted the 
progress. The number of telephones 
reported as being in use in 1915 was 
533,090, an increase of 11,946 over 
1914. The principal growth was in 
rura] districts. The net earnings of 
the 1,896 companies in Canada totalled 
$4,764,957, which was $350,091 better 
than the result of 1914. The total 
capitalization of Canadian telephone 
companies now amounts to $74,285,000.

REASON FOR THE MILITARY RECOVERY OF TURKEY

fhe military recovery of the Turks 
@uring this war is one of thore signifi- 
@an symbols of what may happen in 
the futuye to which the Allies had 
better give early heed. Tliere was a 
time when the Turk was regarded as a 
great soldier. He had many of the 
qualities which went to the making 
of a formidable fighter under the con- 
ditions of war then obtaining. He was 
&@ fatalist—he consequently hardly 
knew fear—he saw in death on the 
battlefield a passport to the seventh 
heaven—he could live on very little 
and endure hardships fatal to west- 
erp troops. 

But the art of war developed.  [t 
became more a matter of machinéf: 
and science and organization. Indi- 
vidual courage did not count so great 
ly. Kndurance of hardship waa no 
longer necessary in a day of perfectly 
organized commissariats. 8o the Turk 
—who did-not keep pace with this de- 
veiupment—lost his soldierly . reputa- 
tion. The Balkan Leaguers beat him 
all to pieces by their superior organi- 
zation equipment. He could not fight 
when without food or ammunition 
against armies which had plenty of 
both. And his great reputation as 
an ideal warrior went to pieces in the 
first Balkan war. The Serbs, the 
Greeks and the’ Bulgars were all bet- 
ter than he was. 

But now he comes back. He gar- 
risoned Gallipoli and held it in the 
face of the utmost Britain and France 
could do to dislodge him. He moved 
down the Tigris to meet the British 
expedition to Bagdad, and _ trapped 
Townshend and his little force at Kut- 
el-Amara, repulsing every effort to re- 
lieve them. He gave way before the 
Great Russian advance into Armenia; 
but then the Russian always has had 
the secret—which nobody else seems 
to have had—of how to beat the Turk. 

What has brought him back? Ger- 
man organization. The Germans have 
brought him back by bringing him 
forward—by bringing him up-to-date. 
He could never have held on at Galli- 
per with out German guns, manned 

German gunners. They looked 

ter his commissariat, too, and Re did 
not go hungry as he did in the'cam- 

aign before Adrianople. They taught 

im about torpedo tubes and how to 
launch mines and the best form of 
trenches and all the rest of it. It was 
German leadership which made him so 
effective on the Tigris. Doubtless Gcr- 
man organization kept him _ there 
through all the long months of the 
beleaguerment. We. now read in his 
communiques about the Black Sea 
submerines; but almost certainly they 
are German submarines. 

What the Germans have done with 
the Turk, hastily and hampered by 
adverse conditions amidst the strain 
and distractions of this war, they will 
vastly improve upon and augment if 
they are ever permitted to take. over 
the Germanization of the whole Turk- 
ish empire after the war is over. This 
fs only a rough sample of what they 
can do when they give their whole 
minds to it. And they will infallibly 
be given full permission to organize 
the entire Turkish power if they are 
allowed by the Allies to complete this 
war with the reputation of having 
saved Turkey from imminent dismem- 

rment and with an open channel of 
communication through a_ part of 
Berbia and a friendly Bulgaria be- 
tween Berlin and Constantinople. 

And these advantages they will have 
if they are driven out of the Balkans 
and smashed in the East before peace 
comes. In short, apy peace proposals 
based upon a delusive status quo in 
the west, offset by German domin- 
ance in the East, even if it go no 
farther than trading Armenia for the 
Russian provinces now held by Ger- 
man troops and keeping only. a strip 
of Serbian territory ,will make of the 
great Turkish empire another Prus- 
sian province and add twenty-one mil- 
Mon Turks to the military resources of 
the German Central Europe combina- 
tion.—Montreal Star. 


The Road to Success

The Necessity for a Complete Victory for Allies 





Verdun Victories 
Often in History 


Became Centre of Vast Entrenched 
Camp After War of 1870 

It is reported that the German Em- 
peror, addressing his soldiers beseig- 
ing Verdun, said: The war of 1870 was 
decided at Paris. ‘the present war 
must end at Verdun.” 

Verdun has been compared to 
Friedland, says the Mail and Empire. 
Napoleon forced the Russian army to 
battle at Friedland in 1807, with its 
back to the river, with the object of 
occupying the bridges which would 
thus cut off retreat. Mackensen would 
follow Napoleon’s manoeuvre in 1807 
by forcing the French army to fight, 
its back to the Meuse, while Macken- 
sen, attacking from the north, east 
and south simultaneously would oc 
cupy the bridges of Verdun, 

The difference between Napoleon’s 
manoeuvre and that of Mackensen is 
manifest. Ney took the bridges of 
Friedland, while the wronprinz has 
not taken the bridges of Verdun, nor 
is there probability that they can be 
taken. 

Verdun was first mentioned in the 
“itinerary of Antonius” (44 B. ©.), 
under the name of Verodunum. After 
1870, Verdun was created a first-class 
fortress, in the centre of a vast en- 
trenched camp, destined to bar the 
Champagne road to an enemy coming 
from Metz. A line of intercepting 
forts connects the entrenchments of 
Verdun on the Meuse with Toul on 
the Moselle to the south-east. 

It was at Verdun in 843 the sons 
of Louis the Pious signed the treaty 
of division of the Carolingian Em- 
pire. Louis of Bavaria took Germania 
Charles le Chauve, France, and west 
of the Meuse. Lothaire, Italy and the 
region between the Meuse and the 
Khine. The latter finally was prey 
to Germans and French _ ambitions. 
Louis d’Autremer took Verdun, 979; 
Othon the Great recaptured it. Verdun 
was created the property of bishops 
mu (1247. 

From the fourteenth century I‘rench 
influence prevailed in the valleys of 
the Meuse and Moselle; the inhahi- 
tants of Verdun claimed the protes- 
tiun of Philip IV “the Gorl,” son of 
Vhilip III King of France. an] signed 
with him a treaty protection, and 
Lhilip IV gave to Verdua a French 
governor 1310-1330. 

The annexation of Verdun to the 
royal domain was one of the conse- 
quences of the rivalry between Aus- 
\tria and France. Charles V prepared to 

invade France in 1551, and imposed a 
garrison on Verdun. Henry II King 
of France, captured Verdun, also Toul 
and Metz, and the :reaty of Cateau- 
Cambressis (1559) confirmed the pos- 
session, 

In view of the present conflict the 
treaty of Cateau-Cambresis is destined 
to be frequently mentioned, and its 
conditions should be clearly defined. 

The treaty was signed the 2nd _ of 
April, 1559, between cne plenipoten- 
tiaries of Henry II King’ of France, 
on the one part; those of the Queen 
of England, Elizabeth, and Philip II 
King of Spain, on the other part. That 
peace put an end to the wars of Italy 
and to the first period of rivalry of 
the houses of France and of Austria. 
Of these conquests France retained 
only Metz, ‘'oul and Verdun, with 
their territories, and Calais. 

Verdun was besieged by the Prus- 
Sians in 1792, and was defended by 
Nicolas Joseph Beaurepaire, lieuten- 
ant-colonel of volunteers of Mayenne 
and Loire. Although badly supported 
by an undisciplined and disaffected 
national guard, Beauprepaire resisted 
with energy the demand of the DuKe 
of Brunswick to surrender. But during 
the bombardment the royalists caused 
a part of the population to revolt, and 
Beauprepaire, unable to continue his 
valiant defence, blew out his brains, 
and Verdun capitulated September 2, 
1792. 

During the Franco-Prussian war 
Verdun was again besieged (October 
12, 1870). Notwithstanding the wretch- 
ed conditions, the defence was main- 
tained with energy, and surrendered 
only November 8, 1870. 

This country of the Meuse depart- 
ment formed & a part of the Cham- 
pagne and the ancient duchy of Bar, 
has its prefecture at Bar-le-Duc, 254 
kilometres, or 159 miles east of 
Prussia. 

The historic River Meuse rises in 
the department of the Haute-Marne 





5! passes through France, Belgium and 


Holland, passes Verdun, Sedan, Me- 
zieres, Namur, Liege, Maastriccht, 
: Rotterdam, and falls into the sea; it 
is 578 miles in length. 

‘he country presents another in- 
tensely interesting side. M. Vidal de 
la Blache says on this head: “All 
the geographical vocabularly there is 
impregnated with those old Gallic 
names of waters and of summits, deue, 
nont, couse, dun.” For example, south 
of Verdun, there are Dieue, Somme- 
Diue, Nant-le-Grand, Nant-le-Petit, 
Nantois -dans-le - Barrios, Cousance, 
Cousance-aux-Bois, Dun-sur - Meuse; 
unknown or forgotten places until the 
war, but destined henceforth to pub- 
licity because they have become the 
stage of the drama which is still be- 
ing vnacted. 

Dun is a Celtic suffix common to 
a number of ancient places; Loudon 
Issoudun, Chateaudon, Sivirdun. The

need of aid, says a message from Con- 
stantinople, made public by the Ameri 
-can committee for Armenian and Syr- 
ian relief. 

The request for aid, sent by repre- 
sentatives of the committee in Tur 
key through the department of state, 
stays a minimum of $52,800 a month 
is needed for relief in Turkey alone. 

Conditions in many quarters, says 
the message, are so distressing that 
the Armenians are forced to eat grass, 
and yet despite these conditions they 
continue to stick fast to their chris- 
tian faith, although a change to Mo- 
hammedanism would quickly relieve 
their plight. The number of non- 
combatants affected is one million. 

In Aleppo, says the message, 1,350 
orphans are destitute. In Marash 10,- 
000 Armenians are threatened with 
deportation and the government has 
refused to allow the Christians to 
transact business of any kind to sup- 
port themselves. In Tarus, where it 
is estimated 92,000 exiles have passed 
through, typhoid is prevalent. In 
Sivas there are 25,000 destitute chil- 
dren from the coast towns. All of 
these towns, beside many others, it is 
stated, are in great and urgent need. 


Preparing for the Big Scene 


Forecast That an Offensive on an 
Unexampled Scale Will be at- 
tempted on Western Front 


The view that the Allies are pre- 
paring for an immense offensive upon 
the western front and that the Ver- 
dun offensive was a desperate attempt 
by the Germans to force them into 
the attack prematurely is set forth 
in the following article from the N. Y 
Evening Post: 

Verdun, a mighty episode in itself, 
is only the prelude to the climatic 
act, and probably the final act, of 
the war drama. Above'the grim or- 
chestration of the guns on. the Meuse 
there come from behind the curtain 
the vague sounds of scurryings that 
immediately, precede the darkening of 
the hhouse and the upflare of the foot- 
lights. England hurries through con- 
scription. Russians come across fif- 
teen thousand miles of land and sea 
to take their pldce on the front. Fresh 
Canadian forces cross the Atlantic. 
Australians are ferried over to France 
from Egypt. Verdun, to change the 
figure, is a colossal vanguard opera- 
tion. The French have been battling 
for nearly twelve weeks to cover the 
gteat mobilization of the Allies for 
what they hope will be the decisive 
attempt. The Germans have been try- 
ing to break up this mobilization 
either by smashing through the 
French line, or by putting it in such 
peril as to disarray the Allied plan. 
If the British army, for example, after 


could. be compelled to trust to the 
rescue of the French on the Meuse 
and fight along lines laid down by 
the Germans, it is plain what the 
profit would be for the kaiser’s lead- 
ers. This explains the continued fury 
of the German onset, and the heroic 
tenacity of the French. At any cost 
the Allies must retain the initiative. 
the power to strike only when they are 
completely prepared. 

Of the general nature of the pre- 

aratoins which the British army -has 
oi conducting there can be little 
doubt. It is the same painful pro- 
cess of minute study which preceded 
the French attack in Champagne last 
September and the. present German 
attack around Verdun. It méans the 
spying and mapping of every ditch 
in the network of trenches which make 
up a single “line,” every bastion and 
redoubt and farmhouse, every hillock 
and copse, every concealed machine 
gun. lt means the plotting out of 
all conceivable gun ranges. It means 
more than anything else the most 
minute preparations for bringing up 
the reserves after the first shock of 
battle, with the memory of the ghastly 
failure of the reserves around Loos. 
It is from this vast preliminary work 
that Joffre would not let his Allies be 
diverted at the hottest moment around 
Verdun when British aid could have 
been readily brought up. It must be 
assumed that as far as human fore- 
stght can provide the Allies are pro- 
viding against error: But the main 
reliance is on numbers; and it is in 
this respect that we must expect the 
Allied effort to surpass anything the 
war has yet shown. Behind the Brit- 
ish lines there has been piled up vast 
human material. In numbers suffi- 
cient to off-set errors of leadership as 
they may arise. We have read of the 
assault in waves which the French 
delivered in Champagne and the Ger- 
mans around Verdun. We must as- 
sume that the British are prepared 
to send ahead wave after wave, re- 
gardless of cost, in the attempt to 
win through by sheer sacrifice of 
men. If the enemy’s barbed-wire 
defences are not completely demol- 
ished, as happened around Loos, if 
hidden German machine guns main- 
tain themselves in the rear of the 
charging line, we must assume that 
the British are getting ready to send 
forward men enough to make up for 
such mishaps. 

This is the reason why the British 
cabinet hag been won over to con- 
scription. ‘The Allied effort when it 
comes will probably see three million 
men throwing themselves against the 
German lines in the west, while sim- 
ultaneously we may expect the Rus- 
sians to strike out in the east, And 
evidently the determination prevails in 
the Allied camp to leave no man and

Constantinople and the Dardanelles 
Must Fall Either to Germany 
or Russia 


Prof. Paul Milokoff leader of the 
Constitutional Democrats in the Rus- 
sian duma, in a recent speech before 
that body thus set forth the reasons 
why Russia, as a consequence of this 
war should secure an outlet to the sea 
of Constantinople and the Dardan- 
elles: ‘ 

“In this war the interest of Russia 
can be briefly defined: We need an 
outlet to-the sea. It was not for this 
we went to war, yet without it we 
cannot end the war. 

“But, it may be objected, if Turkey 
had common ‘sense, we could have no 
such aim! This is true. Buyt, since 
Liman von Sanders appeared in Con- 
stantinople, since Germany appointed 
the Turkish minister of war, and the 


man hands _ the situation is radically 
changed. We have now clearly real- 
ized Germany’s plans: Berlin to Bag- 
dad! Such is so, we have no choice 
The question no longer is whether the 
strait should become Russian or re- 
main Turkish. The question is, whe- 
ther it is to become Russian or re- 
main German! 

“Let us not be deceived. The ques- 
tion now pending may be decided once 
fur all. But never again may the con- 
dition be 80 favorable for us. The 
chief element in our favor is the atti- 
tude of our allies toward our national 
problem. Berlin-Bagdad is too men- 
acing for England, because of India 
and Egypt, and for France, because 
of her Syrian plans. Because of this 
real danger these powers cannot fail 
to come to an agreement with us, af- 
ter centuries of suspicion. The end cf 
March, 1915 (the beginning of April 
new style,) is a time that should be 
memorable to our people; for then our 
agreement with our allies was reachcd. 

“The Berlin-Bagdad plan now is 
threatened on the Bagdad side. From 
north and east our armies converge 
toward the English forees. And I vent- 
ure to express the hope that the vital 
importance of the war arena beyond 
the Caucasus will at last be recogniz- 
ed. The conquest of Erzerum made an 
overwhelming impression on the whole 
Moslem world. We should take all 

recautions that this Turkish strong- 

old shall not share the fate of Prze- 
mysl! 

What should our next step tn fhis 
area be! As to this there can be no 
doubt at all. Armenia, which has 
suffered for its fidelity to Russia. 
should be given the autonomy prom- 
ised under the Turkish regime 

“In the path of realization of our 
goal there can be only one obstacle— 
ourselves. We behind the lines may 
be conquered even while our armies 
are fighting valiantly at the front. 
This may create new dangers, which 
we must guard against. In Germany 
there is on all hands talk of peace. 
And we must have wisdom enough, 
persistence and energy enough, not 
to give way, not to forfeit our great 
sacrifices and the great ideals of this 
war! 

Kecently one of the emissaries 
working for Germany visited me. He 
said he was a citizen of neutral Switz- 
erland, and a member of the Stack 
holm conference, made up of the sub- 
jects of different neutral countries, 
who had sent him to find out 
whether any elements in Russia fav- 
ored a separate peace, ‘You cannot 
imagine,’ he said, ‘how they long for 
peace in Germany, perhaps, if Bel- 
cium were evacuated and Serbia re- 
stored, this might become the basis 
for peace negotiations?” I answered 
him: ‘We know Germany’s attitude 
well; but your country should under- 
Stand who began the war, and whe- 
ther it is possible to help Germany to 
a liquidation of her pretensions, by 
means of an international understand- 
ing founded merely on the basis of 
a return to the status quo ante. (Ap- 
plause.) We do not wish to destroy 
Uermany; but we are in duty bound 
to render Germany harmless; to this 
Germany would not consent of her 
own free will. And we have our na- 
tional problems.’ ”

ie British blockade is a confession 
that it is this which in the end will 
compass German defeat. The assor- 
tions that German women and chil- 
dren are being threatened with star- 
vation need not be taken too seriously. 
The real pinch is the stoppage of war 
supplies. That is a grievance upon 
which the German government contin- 
ues to dwell. That is the motive of 
the demand that, if submarine attacks 
on merchantmen are to be abandoned, 
Great Britain must be brought to book 
for her alleged infringements upon 
neutral rights. The president has so 
frequently and positively declined to 
debate this question with Berlin that 
it must be taken for granted he will 
not accept this condition as the sine 
qua non of enforcing ‘“‘the sacred 
principles of justice and humanity.” 
That would be.too humiliating a sur- 
render to contemplate. What he de- 
manded was that Germany — should 
forthwith put an end to inhuman and 
illegal practices. He cannot now 
enter into any bargain to compel Great 
Britain to put an end to a humane 
and legal practice. If Germany ean- 
not win the war except by trampling 


upon rights universally acknowledged | 


she must lose it. The United States 
cannot and will not help her.—Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger. 


When is a Man Drunk 


Experiments Show That Alcohol In- 
variably Lessens the Vitality 


How I wish that every one could 
read an article under the above head- 
ing in the American magazine for 
April. As that is improbable, I will 
try to condense it for your readers. 

Scientific experts say that one lit- 
tle drink will set you back seven per 
cent. in physical endurance and fiftc en 
per cent. in your ability to remember 
tnings, 

This is no temperance tecture, It 
is the findings ot cold scientific ac- 
curacy and shows the moderate drink- 
er that he does not need to make a 
fool of himself to get drunk, One 
glass of beer will make him drunk 
in the sense that he will be that much 
less of a man than he was before in 
body and brain. We all want life and 
want it more abundantly, but science 
shows us that alcohol lessens our life, 
our vitality and our efficiency. 

One of the first things the scien- 
tists found out when they commenced 
to measure drunkenness was that 
every man who drank alcoholie liquors 
was drunk—in degree—for two or three 
days afterwards. Now it may be too 
much to ask the moderate drinker to 
believe that. He thinks that he has 
increased his vitality, instead of les- 
sening it, but there is no getting over 
the erugograph or the hundreds of 
memory tests. The erogograph is a 
little instrument that tests muscular 
strength and endurance, first with- 
(ht alcohol for several days, and then 
with a glass of wine after meals tor 
‘several days. These experiments were 
| duplicated hundreds of times. 

It would require too much space to 
describe the other tests and the ma- 
chines used to secure accuracy, The 
resykts prove that a man cannot write 
as fast or as accurately after one 
drink, and the strange part of it is 
that he thinks he 1s writing more 
rapidly, That has fooled many a 
man. 

The memory tests were interesting 
and instructive. These were carried 
on for two weeks without alcohol, and 
then for two weeks with alcohol, and 
the results showed, first, that mem- 
ory power was weakened fifteen per 
cent.; second, that when alcohol was 
taken before breakfast, it required four 


times as long to memorize a given 
task, 





Dr. Ridge, an English physiologist, 
carried out a series of experiments on 
medica] students, nurses and porters, 
tw ascertain the effect of liquor on 
eyesight, with the Aartling result that 
the average man who had taken the 
equivient of a pint of beer had to ap- 
proach twenty feet nearer to read let- 
ters that he had rena at thirty feet 
the day before, and that the effect 
lasted from four to five hours after 
drinking, 

When we consider how much de- 
pends in this awful war upon the vigor 
of body and clearness of brain of our 
soldiers, and when we think that they 
are not only permitted, but are actu- 
ally tempted to drink, that a few men 
may make money, it shows us that 
a large number of people are stil] ig- 
norant of the true nature of thig ter- 
rible poison.—H, Arnott, B. M. M

trench armies on the western front 
were about to assume the offensive. 
When the brief forward movement in 
Artois came to an end after a few 
miles of territory had been won oa 
the Lorrette Heights and around 
Neuve Chappelle there was great dis 
appointment, especially as the Ger- 
mans were evidently pra, 8 the 
bulk of their troops against Russia 
and holding the western lines with 
relatively few men. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who trusts the 
people in a much greater degree than 
most of his colieagues, quite frankly 
declared that the Allies were in no 
position to wage a forwerd campaign 
on the western front. Guns of large 
calibre and high explosives to blast 
a way through the German lines and 
make an end to trench warfare were 
required and could not be improvised. 
Vor a year France and Great Britain 
have been piling up munitions, The 
advances in Champagne and north of 
Arras last September were really ex- 


periments undertaken to discover 
whether the theory on which they 
had pinned their faith was correct. 


The French proved that no trenches 
could be held against a surprise con- 
centration of guns. using high ez- 
plosi\ es. 


The Germans, believing that the ap 
plication of this principle to French 
lines of the Verdun salient would en- 





able them to capture that city and 
win much glory, spent the period be- 
tween the close of the Champagne 
operations in October and the middle 
of February in gathering together the 
greatest number of cannon ever con- 
centrated against a military position. 
Two thousand guns, including, it {is 
believed, not less than five hundred 
of twelve inches or over, were trained 
on the Verdun defences. Had the 
French been entirely surprised as 
the Germans were in Champagne, the 
city would have been taken. General 
Joffre, however, had about a week im 
which to strengthen his artillery be 
fore the full fury of the German at 
tack developed. There were many large 
guns around Verdun. Many more of 
calibre corresponding to the German 
fifteens were brought up, and now 
the French artillery is as strong and 
as effective us that of the enemy. The 
infantry of France has fought with 
splendid heroism, but the big guns and 
| the famous three-inch field gun have 
saved Verdun. 

The French stock of. ammunition, » 
Paris despatch says, is practically in- 
exhaustible. The output of three-ineh 
shells is Over thirty-three times a@ 
great as when war broke out, and of 
shells of larger calibre it is forty-four 
times as great. The manufacture of 
|guns has also been greatly increased, 
lf the British production of cannon 
and projectiles has at ail kept pace 
with that of France there must be 
enough guns and high explosives be 
hind the lines at selected points te 
enable the Allies to break through om 
a wide front, If the Germans continue 
their offensive at Verdun there may be 
reason for delaying au Altied advance 
which must inevitably involve grea! 
losses, Germeny may be bled white 
at Verdun. If not, the Allies are 
reasonably certain to Make an at 
tempt within the next sixty days to 
break the German lines on the webt 
ern front. It is reported semi-offici- 
ally that there are two and a half mii- 
lion British troops now in France. 
Such a vast host will not Be kept in 
active there throughout another see 
son.—Toronto Globe, 





Children’s Playgrounds 

In recent years, the playground 
movement has secured a very strong 
hold upon the public in most of our 
cities, and no doubt others will be 
taking up the work during the com- 
ing season. The movement has not, 
however, reached the height to which 
it should aspire. While the play fea- 
ture of the ground has been fairly 
well provided for, as a rule, the play- 
grounds are bare of trees, foliage or 
flowers. Little effort has been made 
to encourage the children to improve 
or beautify their grounds, or make 
their surroundings more attractive. 


The children frequenting the plays 
grounds are usually from Moved with 
little space for either garden or grass. 
They have no opportunity to cultivate 
or become interested in plant growth 
or flowers. The playground should 
endeavor to furnish what is lacking in 
this respect at home. Space should 
be devoted to flowers and plants; beds 
should be laid out and borders planted 
sd the children under supervision, @ 
short time each day being devoted 
to it. This would go far toward mak- 
ing the playground more attractive, 
and would constitute a training which 
the children would not forget when 
they reached maturer years and had 
homes of their own. There is no reae- 
on why these grounds should be abse- 
lutely bare, and it is hoped that the 
promoters of this laudable movement 
will extend the scope of the work te 
beautifying the areas devoted to play.

except as authorized by this Act. 

Section 51. “The burden of prov- 
ing the right to have or keep or sell 
or give liquor shall be on the person 
accused of improperly or unlawfully 
having or keeping or selling or giving 
such liquor.” , 

Section 71, Police officers, police- 
nen and constables shall have full 
1uthority to enforce any of the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Such alcoholic preparations as are 
made according to a formula of the 
British or United States Pharmaco- 
poeia, can be sold only by a qualified 

ggist. This refers to tonic wines,

“There is less typhoid at the front 
than there is measles,’’ according to 
Dr, Wilfred Grenfell, head of the 
Labrador medical missions, who has 
been for three months with the Har- 
vard surgica] unit, and who is now 
returning to his work in Labrador. He 
is unboundedly enthusiastic about = 
work of the British medical men 
the front. 

“Look at typhoid,” he remarked. 
“Heretofore whole armies have been 
decimated by it. When the British 
took over the,trernches west of Ypres, 
where typhoid ws epidemic in the 
villages the allies had already 6,000 | 
Cases of this disease, Twenty-six 
thousand Belgians had to be inoculat- 
ed and this was supplemented by the 
British ‘Tommy playing Hercules in 
cleaning up this Augean stable. But 
now the typhoid is so small a factor, 
if a single case occurs anywhere 1n 
four urmies it is known the same 
night at headquarters and next day a 
rigid local enquiry is held as to the 
cause.

Four Years’ Free Tuition is Offered by

Will Feed Poland 


British Government to Undertake the 
Problem 


The British government has agreed 
to a plan whereby the civilian popu- 
lation of Poland may be fed by the 
American commission. 

The agreement specifies certain ad- 
ditions to German guarantees covering 
the distribution of tood before the 
permission becomes effective. 

The chief points in the additions 
proposed by the British government 
to the German guarantees are stipu- 
Jations proViding that the relief shall 
apply to Russian Poland as a‘ whole, 
instead of to the portion occupied by 
the Germans, and an undertaking on 
the part of the German and Austrian 
governments adequately to feed Ser- 
bia, Albania and Montenegro.

Refuses to Give German Authorities 
Names of Persons Receiving 
letters by Secret Courier 


The latest’ story of heroism that 
comes from Belgium has to do with a 
Belgium woman, a resident of one of 
the suburbs of Brussels. It is told 
in a letter received in Toronto, that 
was smuggled across the Belgian fron- 
tier, having been carried from Brus- 
sels by special courier, an operation, 
incidentally, which is extremely haz- 
ardous in view of the more rigorous 
German restrictions, ‘and the imposi- 
tion of the death penalty upon any- 
one found carrying,letters or disposing 
of papers or intelligence that would in 
ahy way apprize the Bruxellois of the 
true conditions that obtained in the 
outer world 

This particular Belgian woman of 
courage and bravery had _ been for 
months without news of her husband, 
an officer in the Belgian army, until 
finally she discovered one of the agen- 
cies through which she could have 
that intelligence for which she yearn- 
ed. But the Germans gained posses- 
sion of one of the letters with the re- 
sult that the woman was placed under 
arrest. It happened that a number of 
people received letters by the same 
courier and the Germans immediately 
determined that they would execute 
the courier and punish the parties 
who were contributories to this latest 
infraction of German law. When they 
demanded the names from the woman 
whom they had placed under arrest 
they were met by a stern. refusal, 
Every method conceivable was em- 
ployed, but the brave woman remain- 
ed obdurate.. She told the German 
Governor that she would rather go 
down to her death honorably than to 
expose her friends. 

Today that woman—one of. the 
leaders of Brussels society in the days 
when German kultur was unkKnown— 
lies in a Brussels prison under threat 
of death. She will not surrender and 
if she needs must die she will die as 
thousands of other Belgian women 
have died—bravely and nobly in a 
cause that is more precious than life 
itself,

and her Allies with munitions, but 
how many are aware that the money 
with which the great firm was placed 
on a sure foundation, if not actually | 
founded, came from Birmingham? 
Alfred Krupp came to Birmingham 
about 1840 with an introduction from 
Dr. Siemens to Messrs. Elkington and 
Mason, electro-platers, the predeces- 
sore of the present firm of Elkington 
and Co. He offered to them a machine 
which he had invented, for rolling 
meta] ‘“‘blanks’’ from which spoons 
and forks are made. Eventually he 
sold this to the firm for £10,000. With 
the money acquired Krupp proceeded 
to Essen and laid the foundation of 
the great fortune he afterwards ac- 
quired.—London Chronicle.

They Spread Disease and Are a Seri+ 
ous Menace to Health 


House flies are now recognized as 
most dangerous carriers of the germs 
of such diseases as typhoid fever, in- 
fantile diarrhoea, tuberculosis, ete. 
From filth and decaying materials, 
they carry infection to the home and 
to the food which we eat. 

The best method to exterminate 
flies is to prevent their breeding. 
House-flies breed in decaying or de- 
composing vegetable and animal mat- 
ter and in excrement. Stable refuse 
is especially attractive to them. In 
cities this should be stored in dark* 
fly-proof receptacles and should be 
regularly removed within six days in 
summer, Farm Manure should also: 
be removed within tne same time and 
either spread on the fields or stored 
at a distance of not less than a quart- 
er mile from a house or dwelling. 
Manure piles May be treated with 
borax, using three-fifths of a pound) 
to every ‘ten cubic feet of manure. 
Scatter the dry borax principally 
atound the sides and edges of the 
pile and wash in with water. 

Kitchen refuse is a favorite breed- 
ing place for flies, und great care 
should be taken to keep garbage cans: 
tightly covered. The contents should 
be buried or burnt at once, if pos- 
sible. No refuse should be left ex- 
posed. If it cannot be disposed of 
at once it should be sprinkled with 
borax, as described above, or witly 
chloride of lime. : 

Windows and doors should — be 
screened to keep flies out of the house. 
Milk and other foods snould be cover- 
ed with muslin of other netting. It is: 
especially important to keep flies out: 
of sick rooms and to prevent the: 
spread of disease by this means.

Neglect of Treatment Causes Heavy 
Annual Loss 

From 1905 to 1915 the average annual 
yield of potatoes in Canada was 78,- 
405,000 bushels, constituting one of 
eur important field crops. The annual 
yield, however, is greatly lessened by 
‘the ravages of diseases and insects. 
‘The season of 1915 was admittedly one 
of the worst in years for late blight, 
and the Botanical Division of the 
Central Experimental Farm observes 
that, in one small province of Canada, 
the loss from this disease amounted 
to about 2,009,000 bushels, not includ- 
dng loss in storage. 

Potato diseases May be controlled 
in different ways; some by spraying, 
«ome by seed treatment and some by 
seed selection. For early and late 
‘light, and for flea beetles, Bordeaux 
mixture is very effective. By adding 
poison to this mixture the Colorado 
otato beetle is also kept in check. 

Yumerous experiments have been 
made which demonstrate clearly the 
practical value of spraying with Bor- 
deaux mixture. At the Vermont Agri- 
culture Experiment Station experi- 
ments have been conducted for many 
years. Over a period of eighteen 
years the yield_on the sprayed area 
averaged 271 bushels per acre, while 
the unsprayed gave only 159 bushels 
per acre for the same period. The 
owest gain from spraying was 26 per 
cent, while the average was 9% per 
cent. This evidence should be suffi- 
cient to convince every farmer that 
it pays to spray. It does not cost 
much and is not so troublesome as 
many imagine.

There 
will not be 60 much class feeling in 
us as before. 

We look forward, my fighting friends 
and I, to the years of peace without 
misgiving. Some folks think we shall 
come back clamouring for high wages 
and better labor conditions. Some 
folk think we shall never settle down 
again to a quiet office life. No such 
qualms trouble us. 
been a tremendous lesson in co-opera- 
tion and making the best of things. I 
think we shall come back spiritually 
and moraily a little better, physically 
a good deal better, and that we shall 
be well content to live a peaceful do- 
mestic life.
